Number One, the “C. P. Hunting- 
ton,” rolls again! The doughty little 
“tea kettle” has been taken out of its 
display stand in front of Sacramento 
Station and is once more on the track 
where it first saw service back in 1864, 

Don’t be misled, however, SP isn’t 
going back to using diamond stack loco- 
motives. The “C. P.” is on the rails just 
for the benefit of the cameras. The Com- 
pany gets so many requests from 
libraries and magazines for pictures of 
the diminutive locomotive, that new ones 
have had to be taken. Also, a short color 
movie with the “C. P.” as star is being 
contemplated. 


The “C. P. Huntington” has had a 
colorful history, as recorded by Dave 
Joslyn, famed railroad historian and 
photographer, and retired draftsman, 
Sacramento General Shops. 

Built in New Jersey in 1863, the loco- 
motive was purchased by Collis P. Hunt- 
ington, vice president of the Central 
Pacifie. and, with a sister locomotive, 
was shipped around the Horn. 

On April 9, 1864, the “C. P.” went 
into service, pulling flatcars of rail and 
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“G. P. Huntington” Rolls Again 


supplies as construction progressed cast- 
ward from Sacramento, When the Cen- 
tral Pacific track began to snake high 
inte the Sierra, the small “C. P,” 
couldn’t take the grades and a more 
powerful engine took over. 

For the rest of its active service, the 
“C. P.” pulled passenger, freight and 
work trains around the San Francisco 
Bay Area. 

In 1900 she was ordered scrapped but 
the men with the hammers never got to 
the engine. In 1904, Joel Wilder, a 
Sacramento Shopman refitted the engine 
on his own time and it was set up on a 
platform at the south end of the Sacra+ 
mento Shops. 

In 1914 the engine was repainted its 
original bright maroon, red, gold and 
blue, and for the next 25 years took part 
in numerous railroad and civic observ- 
ances including the movie “Iron Horse.” 

In 1939 the “C. P. Huntington” was 
taken home to Sacramento and mounted 
beneath a rustic covering facing the new 
Sacramento Station, a permanent monu- 
ment to the men and machines that built 
the western link of the first trans-con- 
tinental railroad.

iv Southern Pacific were running a 
classified ad for a freight car dis- 
tributor, it might conceivably be worded 
as shown above. For freight car dis- 
tribution is one of the most intricate and 
interesting operations on the railroad. 
Also, it is one of the most important, in- 
volving as it does the supplying of 
equipment to handle business which pro- 
vides the larger portion of our annual 
revenue. Despite this, surprisingly 
enough, to a majority of railroaders, 
freight car supply is one ef the Com- 
pany’s least known operations. 

Suppose you were faced with the re- 
sponsibility of providing from thirty to 
forty thousand freight cars to our cus- 
tomers each week, How would you go 
about it? Where would you begin? 
Where would you get the cars, and how 
would you get them to the designated 
place at the right time? These are some 
of the questions our Freight Car Service 
staff must he able to answer in order to 
give our shippers the kind of service 
they expect. 

Car distribution, both freight and pas- 
senger, is under the general supervision 
of C. H. Grant, general superintendent 
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of transportation. The Freight Car Ser- 
vice is under the specific direction of 
L. J. Lyons, superintendent of freight 
car service, who reports directly to 
Grant, headquarters in San Francisco. 
Lyons supervises and coordinates the 
work of car distribution over the Pacific 
Lines. 


Each of the ten railroad divisions 
comprising the Pacific Lines has a car 
distributor, with the exception of the 
530-mile long Salt Lake Division which 
has two car distributors, one located at 
Ogden and the other at Sparks. On the 
Portland Division, where thousands of 
carloads of lumber are shipped each 
month, the car distribution force is 
under the direction of G. M. Leslie, 
assistant superintendent of freight car 
service in Oregon. Car distributors and 
their locations are: Joe G. Dunn, San 
Francisco; A. O. Smith, Oakland Pier; 
F. W. Greenman, Sacramento; A, E. 
Forbes; Ogden; Harold J. Carrigan, 
Dunsmuir; George M. Lucas, Portland; 
Joe F. Soeder, Bakersfield; M. A. Tyn- 
dall, Los Angeles; C, R. Smith, Tucson; 
F. M. Barger, El Paso; .H. W. Dietrich, 
Sparks; H.:A. McRory, Stockton. 
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GIANT GRADERS fave moved over 330,000 yards of dirt in preparation 
for the installation of 155,000 feet of track in the new classification yard at 
Roseville, part of the $4,500,000 retarder yard under construction there. The main 
line which formerly ran through the center of Roseville Yard has been relocated 
to skirt the west side of the new yard. According to W. F. Turner, division con- 
struction engineer, who is supervising the operation, more than 114,000 feet of 
track must be taken up and another 333,000 feet installed before the yard will be 


ready for its 1953 opening. 


It is the duty of the division car dis- 
tributor to receive local ear orders from 
the agencies located on the division and 
arrange for movement of empty freight 
cars over that division so as to strate- 
gically place the empty equipment for 
availability and prompt. application on 
car orders received. 


The routine work of the car distribu- 
tor is often complicated by sudden de- 
mands for specific types of freight 
equipment on request from the armed 
forces for the movement of war ma- 
teriel, including tanks, guns, trucks, 
ammunition, and other paraphernalia. 
These government orders must he filled 
100% and frequently orders involve 
large number of cars to be spotted on 
short notice. This requires close liaison 
between the staff of the general super- 
intendent of transportation al San Fran- 
cisco and the divisions along the line so 
that such equipment can be gathered up 
and made available at the specific point 
of loading. 

Daring certain times of the year there 
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is a tide movement of empty cars over 
the line toward areas where seasonal 
preducts are produced. Grant's staff 
must closely supervise the movement of 
these empty freight cars since both the 
seasonal demand and the normal area 
demands must be met. The staff man- 
ages these economies through their com- 
plete knowledge of average seasonal 
loadings along the lines. 

Daily contaet with the divisions is 
maintained by car service headquarters 
at San Francisco, both threugh tele- 
phone and telegraph, and daily situa- 
tion reports indicating number of freight 
cars, broken down by categories, located 
on the divisions or moving between the 
divisions. Tt is threugh this constant 
contact hetween headquarters and divi- 
sion car distributors that an even tide 
of equipment is maintained consistent 
with car orders to meet peak seasonal 
and normal demands’ throughout the 
year. 

When it is necessary te return empty

OGDEN SAFETY COMMITTEE GETS RESULTS

GDEN’S Motive Power and Car 

Department Safety Committee is 
probably the only one on Pacifie Lines 
with a rotating membership. Organized 
in 1949 with each craft represented by 
one man, the committee also changes 
its chairman each month by appointing 
the man who has been with the com- 
mittee longest. Boilermakers, machin- 
ists, pipefitters, blacksmiths, laborers, 
carmen and electricians are participat- 
ing. 

The new chairman is selected at the 
monthly general Safety meeting and 
the retiring chairman Jeaves the com- 
mittee. A new member is then chosen 
for the committee from the craft repre- 
sented by the outgoing chairman. In 
this way each member of the committee 
eventually serves a8 chairman. 


The rotation of both the committee 
members and the chairmanship has re- 
sulted in a constantly fresh viewpoint 
of the problems involved in Safety. 
Many hazards have been reported and 
corrected as a result, but just as im- 
portant, more men have become familiar 
with accident causes and results, 
through personally working on the com- 
mittee and serving as its chairman. 


Some of ‘the many suggestions made 
by the committee that have been acted 
upon include installation of permanent 
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scaffolds for work on top of diesel units, 
rearrangement of cleaning vats in the 
diesel repair shop, installation of blower 
yents to remove irritating fumes, im- 
provement of sandhouse facilities, safe- 
guards placed on many machines, and 
repairs to walks and passage ways, The 
Maintenance of Way Department has 
worked closely with the Motive Power 
and Car Department in correcting dan- 
gerous conditions reported. 

One of the biggest benefits resulting 
from the work of the committee has 
been the creation of better understand- 
ing and a desire for cooperation among 
the personnel of the shops.

A Review of Six 
Months of Safety 


LTHOUGH there is a slight in- 
crease of 0.23 per million man hours 
in accident frequency for the first six 
months of 195] compared to the same 
period of 1950, there are many en- 
couraging aspects to the figures as a 
whole, says M. A. Nugent, Superintend- 
ent of Safety. 

The Dining Car Department, for in- 
stance, achieved a 39% decrease. The 
General Shops held their own at a ratio 
of about 2.00, the M of W Department 
is down to just over 3.00 and down 
under 4.00 are the MP&C and Stores 
departments. Stations as a whole are 
showing a decrease with a ratio of about 
2.5, while the “Big Six” group is lower 
than that. Contrasted to these uniformly 
good averages is the 23.02 of the train, 
engine and yard employes (for yard per- 
formance, see page 17).

of less than 4.00 per million man-hours 
for other departments as an irreducible 
minimum,” says Nugent, “nevertheless, 
it is apparent that if we could bring our 
train, engine and yard ratios down to, 
say 10.00, we would be pretty close to 
first place among the Group ‘A’ rail- 
toads of the United States.” 


Nugent adds there are many signs 
pointing to the practicability of such a 
reduction of injuries to train, engine 
and yard employes. This optimism re- 
sults from the splendid cooperation of 
the train service organizations in train, 
engine and yard service, he explains. 
Many local lodges are appointing their. 
own safety committees to work in close 
cooperation with division officers, 


“Where this is done splendid results 
are being obtained, and with the expan- 
sion of this plan we can look forward 
to greater safety among our train, en- 
gine and yard men,” Nugent concludes.

Retires After Mere 65 
Years of Railroading 


NE day a few months ago, George 

S. Scott, manager, General Tele- 
graph Office, LA, looked up at the 
calendar and discovered that he’d been 
railroading for sixty-five years. 


He decided it was time to retire. 


So, on July 30, after he cleaned out 
his desk, a host of SP friends gathered 
in his office to bid him farewell. His 
unique service record also attracted 
newsmen and television cameras to the 
party. 

When the Bulletin wrote to Scott, 
asking details of the almost unbelievable 
service record that began when he was 
eight years old, he replied as follows: 


“In 1886 my father was working as 
an agent on what is now known as the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. While attending 
grade school JI was employed part time 
by the PRR to keep switch lights burn- 
ing at night, by keeping them clean, 
filling them with kerosene, trimming 
wicks, lighting the lamps and placing 
them on switch stands....1 also 
brought mail bags from the post office, 
placed them on the mail crane and took 
sacks which would be thrown fram the 
train and carted them to the post office. 
Sometimes the sacks would get under

the ‘wheels and mail would scatter a 
mile down the tracks, 

“When I was 13 years old, I was able 
to telegraph well enough to handle a 
smal] station and frequently relieved 
operators at various stations on Saturday 
and Sunday evenings to permit them to 
handle their romantic affairs: and for 
this I sometimes received fifty cents or 
a dollar, and sometimes nothing; but I 
got a kick out of being an “operator.” 
In those days railroads were not so rule 
conscious, 


“On my seventeenth birthday, 1 
started work on the Chesapeake & Ohio 
as a telegraph operator at Brent, Ken- 
tucky, my hours being 7 p.m. to 7 a.m., 
every day, no days off. When I applied 
for the position, the chief dispatcher at 
Cincinnati told me I was too young. 1 
should be 18. Whereupon I told him that 
T was 18 and he agreed with me.” 


Has George Scott set a record for 
railroad service? It certainly seems so. 


The amount collected by the Class 1 
railroads for carrying a passenger one 
mile in 1950 averaged 2.56 cents, com- 
pared with 2,94 cents in 1925 and 2 
cents in 1900, when costs and wages 
were far below what they are today.

“Office In Sky” Speeds Car Movements 


N EW facilities, completed at a cost 
of approximately $40,000 have been 
placed in operation to -expedite the 
movement of cars in West Oakland Yard. 

The outstanding addition is a new 
yardmaster’s office, walled with full view 
windows on all four sides, and mounted 
on a 30-foot tower. The tower office 
overlooks the approximately 21 miles of 
track in the immediate West Oakland 
Yard, giving the yardmaster an un- 
obstructed view for directing switching 
operations. With the large tower and a 
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smaller one that has also recently been 
put into operation, an elevated view is 
possible for practically a full mile over 
the multi-track yard. Flood lights pro- 
vide illumination for night operations. 
Under direction of the Telegraph De- 
partment, 34 talk-back speakers have 
been installed at strategic locations. The 
yardmaster, seated before a console in 
the tower, can talk through any one of 
the speakers by pressing the proper 
button. Anyone standing in the yard 


-within about 75 feet of the speaker can 
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talk back to the tower by addressing 
the speaker, which also serves as a 
microphone. 

The West Oakland Yard handles 
about 100,000 freight and passenger cars 
monthly, it being the principal unit in 
the 356 miles of trackage comprising 
the railroad’s Oakland Terminal area. 


San Joaquin Traffic 
Offices Are Expanded 


[ADUSTRIAL and population growth 
in the San Joaquin Valley has 
prompted Southern Pacific to expand its 
freight and passenger traffic services in 
that area, 

Effective August 16, the position of 
district freight and passenger agent was 
discontinued and two separate positions 
of district freight and district passenger 
agent were created. 


R. A. Houck, who has been DF&PA 


since December 1948, now confines his 
activities to freight traffic matters as 
district freight agent. W. T. Plummer, 
who was assistant DF&PA, advanced to 
district passenger agent. 

Houck started with SP in 1928 as a 
clerk in the car record office in San 
Francisco, and served in various freight 
capacities at Klamath Falls, Oakland 
and Salt Lake City before going to 
Fresno, 

Plummer has been located in the San 
Joaquin Valley territory for many years, 
having started with SP in 1913 as a 
steno-clerk at Mojave, and holding 
various positions at Visalia and Bakers- 
field. 


In the first six months of 1951, the 
railroads of the United States placed 
1,309 new locomotives in service. Of 
these, 1,299 were diesels, 8 were steam, 
and 2 were electric.

A Small Oversight 
But A Large Claim 


ATARGE railroad, reports the AAR, 
after unloading a car of chemicals 
in bulk, moved the car to another in- 
dustry without proper inspection and 
cleaning. It was loaded with steel and 
iron fencing which, because instructions 
had been ignored, became corroded. The 
result was a claim for $5741. 


Standing instructions are that any 
cars which have contained any kind of 
chemical must be cleaned before being 
loaded again,

sponsible for this claim was ignorant 
of the rule or just careless, it would 
have required little effort and thought 
on his part to see that the shipment was 
loaded inte a clean car. And the com- 
pany he works for wouldn’t have had to 
watch $5741 go down the loss and dam- 
age drain. 
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RR Police Help In 
Preventing Claims 


(AMONG the many occupations which 
play an important part in freight 
protection is that of 2 

the railroad police 
officer. Recently a 
representative of the 
Freight Protection, 
Merchandise & Sta- 
tion Service Depart- 
ment interviewed 
Officer Edward W. 
Brauer, assigned to 
the Los Angeles 
Freight Station, re- 
garding some of the duties our railroad 
guardians perform in the interest of 
freight claim prevention. 


Officer Braver 


Officer Brauer explained that most of 
the time he follows a regular routine 
which includes keeping a diligent look- 
out for perishable loads arriving at the 
terminal, making sure all car seals are 
intact and keeping a constant watch on 
the cars until they arc switched to the 
industrial spur for unloading. He also 
is on the lookout for objects on tracks 
which might interefere with switching 
operations, and he keeps an eagle eye 
on bad order cars and reports them to 
the Car Department. 

Sometimes, in taking steps to prevent 
claims, the police officer prevents acci- 
dents as well. During one of his rounds 
of the yard, Brauer noticed a consider- 
able quantity of grain had Teaked out 
of a car. He quickly notified the Car 
Department to send a man to stop the 
leak, then he made arrangements to 
have the spilled grain removed before 
it was damaged. By his quick action, the 
grain was in condition to be sold to a 
chicken feed concern, thus cutting down 
our loss. And its removal from the track 
area eliminated the possibility of a 
trainman alighting at this spot and 
slipping under one of the cars. 
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Ces you imagine trying to turn out 
in a day the same amount of work 
in longhand as is possible with a type- 
writer? 

Today, when s0 much correspondence 
must be handled quickly and neatly, the 
typewriter is invaluable. Wher a ma- 
chine breaks down the operator is in- 
convenienced and work is bottle-necked. 
The purpose of this article is to pass 
along a lew tips to these who eperate 
typewriters, whether full time or only 
occasionally during their work day. 


Good typing depends on smooth oper- 
ation. Fast and jerky operation will 
cause trouble. Unless the typist develops 
a rhythm, an even cadence in striking 
the keys, the typing will be uneven with 
letters crowded and sometimes piling on 
ton of each other. 

A clean typewriter is an efficient type- 
writer. Many typists do not take the 
trouble to move the carriage to the ex- 
treme right or left when they erase out 
a mistake. Unless this is done eraser 
dust will collect inside the machine 
causing sluggish operation and sticking 
of type bars. This naturally causes more 
mistakes, poor work and delay. Even- 
tually a typewriter repairman will have 
to be called to fix the machine.

Type should be cleaned often, but 
flaid must not be used since it runs 
down into the machine causing the type 
bars to stick. A stiff brush and a pin to 
pick out the type centers will do an 
effective job. 

A typewriter, generally, should be 
oiled only hy a repairman. However, the 
typist can safely oil the rails upon which 
the carriage runs and the margin stops. 

A major portion of the typewriter re- 
pairman’s grief comes from ribbons that 
have been put on machines incorrectly. 
Many of the typewriters that are shipped 
into San Francisco for repair either have 
the wrong ribbon on the machine, or the 
right ribbon on wrong. The easiest way 
to make sure that the new ribbon is be-

ing put on correctly is to replace one 
spool at a time, attaching the new rib- 
bon in exactly the same way as the old 
tibbon is taken off. Different makes of 
typewriters require different makes of 
ribbon. In order to insure perfect typ- 
ing, only the ribbon designed fer the 
machine should be used. 


It is necessary for those typists outside 
the visiting area of the typewriter re- 
pairmen to ship their machines to the 
nearest typewriter maintenance depart- 
ment when they require repair. When a 
relief machine is required it is necessary 
to give detailed information about the 
style needed. Special boxes are used to 
transport typewriters and when these 
are returned to the maintenance depart- 
ment, they should contain all the screws, 
clamps: and straps that were originally 
inside them, 

The repair departments, located at 
San Francisco, Portland, Los Angeles 
and El Paso, are always ready to help 
the typist. If anyone has questions about 
their typewriter or feels that it needs 
repairs, a telephone call or letter will 
put the typewriter repairmen into action.
